Open meeting to discuss amendments}

The ratification of the minor alterations to the revised 
constitution suggested by the Senate Is the main item on the 
agenda at today's Students' Society open meeting to take place 
at 1 pm in ihe, Union Ballroom. If 150 votes in favour of the 
proposed amendments are cast at the meeting, the matter v^ill 
be put to the campus in a referendum at tomorrow's election. 

As well, all potential holders of major Students' Society 
positions will be given the opportunity to present their plat- 
forms and to answer any queries from the audience. 

New business may also be brought up, and if a quorum 
](300 students) is present, motions may be officially passed. 

the proposed revisions 

Th« following amendments to the proposed new Constitution 
were proposed by the Senate on February 17, and will be presented 
for ratification at today's open meeting. 

Article 8, section 2, subsection F Is to be reworded to read: 
Three representatives from students in the Arts and Science section 
of the Faculty of Arts and Science, at least one of whom It pursuing 
■ Bachelor of Science degree and one of whom is pursuing a Bachelor 
of Arts degree. 

The words "Students in the" are fo be added to Article 8, sec- 
tion 2, subsection G witicli will now read "two representatives from 
students in the Faculty of Graduate Studies ind Research." 

Article 8, section 5 will be left as it was in the old Constitution, 
the ceiling on Students' Council-Imposed fines remaining at $25. 

Article 12, section 6, subsection B will read "Comptroller of the 
University will be Comptroller of the Students' Society."

This was the second of the E.R. 
Adair Lectures on French Canada. 
Hughes is presently a Visiting 
Professor in the French Canada 
Studies Programme. 

Commenting on the growth of 
the Province, Dr. Hughes staled 
that "French Canada is in the 
later phase of industrialization" 
and that there is no "problem ot 
getting a basic labour force for 
industry from a non-industrial po- 
pulation." 

Dr. Hughes explained that there 
is a native pool of a non-industrial 
population large enough to sup- 
ply the demand for new labour 
created by new industries. This 
contrasts with the situation in 
roost other regions on the North 
American continent, which in the 
past gained their work force by 
migration. 

He further added that new Eu- 
ropean immigrants to the Mont- 
real area are "perhaps already ac- 
customed to dty and industrial 
life", thereby making the change 
easier. 

"Industrial migration", he 

noted, "has given Quebec a great 
urban population which is cultu- 
rally and linguistically homogene- 
ous." Dr. Hughes affirmed that 



"if the suc{;?stion that a large 
numl)cr of Quebec farms should 
be abandoned were carried out, 
the people who operate them 
would be in the same box as the 




demand for professional and qua- 
si-professional people and that the 
demand will overtax the present 
school system. Therefore, he con- 
cluded that there would have to 
be a centralization of power and 
resources to meet the increased 
costs.

Fear or freedom? 

It is interesting to reflect on the reasons 
for today's Open Meeting. It is the lost in 
Ihe current academic year; it is being called 
in order to put to the Students' Society cer- 
tain minor changes to the new Constitution. 
These changes were suggested by the Se- 
nate. Some of the Senate's suggestions have 
already been turned down by the SEC. 

Although the suggested changes being 
brought to the Open Meeting are more for- 
mal than substantive, one of the rejected 
suggestions would have implied that the 
Senate fell it had the right to change the 
Students' Society Constitution. Should the 
Senate have this right? Should ratification 
of the new Constitution by the Senate be a 
necessary process even if the changes are a 
mere formality? Even when the Senate, as 
in this case, goes through the proper chan- 
nels — that is, through the President of the 
Students' Society? This, of course, is not the 



issue at today's meeting; nevertheless it is 
something that students should be thinking 
about. 

That it has not been thought about is, 
in our view, unfortunate. Yet the lack of 
thought is understandable) the SEC has not 
considered it because the general body of 
students has not asked them to. Seen in this 
light, the question of who is to preserve stu- 
dent autonomy becomes a question of mu- 
tual responsibility. And student autonomy is 
not something that one receives because it 
is there; it has first of all to be deserved and 
afterwards defended. We think that the au- 
tonomy we hove is deserved; but we further 
feel that it has to be defended. The proper 
form that such a defence should take is not, 
most certainly not, to wonder whether our 
deliberations will meet with the Senate's 
approval — it is not the function of the SEC 
to indulge in wild guessing gomes. The best 
defence is to continue to extend the practice 



Like sex, or the weather, good taste Is 
a topic on which everyone likes to think he 
is something of on authority. Often the ma- 
nifestos issued by the Establishment on what 
constitutes good taste serve less to clarify 
than to expose the most nasty kinds of re- 
pression lurking in the depths of the psyche, 
thus providing amateur Freudians with o 
field day. One recalls with particular fond- 
ness the interpolation of a learned judge du- 
ring the Lady Chatterley trials in London to 
the effect that the publication of Lawrence's 
book might have the most unspeakable con- 
sequences for housemaids who read it, a 
comment which illustrates the well-known so- 
ciological dictum that the upper classes re- 
gard the working orders as a smouldering 
hot bed of sexuality waiting to be released— 
in fact, a kind of Byron syndrome. 

Realizing that we may be displaying 
our own repressions, we nevertheless ques- 
tion the good taste of the poster currently 
appearing on campus which is headed 
"Mixed Bathing for the Unemployed?" As an 
attempt to draw large audiences to the de- 
liberations of the SCM, no doubt such a 
trompe-l'oeil is effective. Nevertheless, 
unemployment is something we do not find 
it easy to treat either funnily or flippantly. 
We suggest that the PR men on the SCM try 
to dream something else up.

Algeria: Problems and Solutions 



AlKcri.i is a counto' torn 
between old and new, at the 
Eamc time clinging to its Arabic- 
Islamic heritaec, and yet being 
forced to adapt to a chancing 
way of life. The Algeria of the 
llozabites and the teeming 
Casb.nh of Algiers is a far cry 
from the Algeria of modern 
French oil refineries, high rise 
apartment buildings and mo- 
dern highways. 

Similarly, although the gov- 
ernment is pressing for count- 
less breaks with the past (no- 
tably the abolition of the veil, 
and the equality of women), it 
is not hard to find, especially 
in the more rural districts, the 
ubiquitous infliience of age-old 
tradition. 

The seven long years of war 
have taken their loll and left 
the government with a batch 
of serious problems to. contend 
with. The destcuction of close 
to 6,000 villages has led to a 
sharp increase in the already 
prevalent urban trend. Hun- 
dreds of rural folks have 
flocked to the cities with nei- 
ther skills nor money, and 
swelled the ranks of the un- 
employed, , These people live in 
the oulslcirts of Oran, Algiers, 
and particularly, Constantino 
in unbelievably wretched con- 
ditions. 

With the withdrawal of the 
vast majority of European 
settlers, Algeria has lost her 
essential technical and profes- 
^ional force. This is felt strong- 
ly throughout industry and 
agriculttirc where inexperienced 
hands must rapidly make the 
transition to the managerial 
level; it Is felt in the legal pro- 



fession whore due to Ihe short- 
age of qualified lawyers former 
clerks now act as judges. But 
nowhere is this loss more 
strongly felt than in Ihe me- 
dical profession. There is less 
than 1 doctor per 10,000 people 
(as compared with approximate- 
ly 1 per tliousand in Canada) 
and a fatality rate of 1 out of 
3 on the operating table. 

When the French left Alge- 
ria, they look away with them 
not only their talents, but, per- 
haps, still more important, their 
capital goods. Eveo'where one 
goes, one sees the effects of 
this lack of money and ma- 
chinery — apartment build> 
ings only half finished, roads 
paved only part of the way, 
and farms worked largely by 
manual labour. Were it not for 
the massive aid the French 
Government is even now sup. 
plying Algeria, the added finan- 
cial difficulties the country 
would be forced to face would 
be enormous. 

The great hope of the gov- 
ernment in all of these areas 
lies in education. By providing 
a "cadre" of qualified person- 
nel, it hopes, not only to coun- 
ter the overwhelming 63% il- 
literacy, but to fill the great 
industrial void, and ease the 
vast unemployment problem by 
leaching the needed skills. 
Thirty percent of the budget Is 
being used in this massive ef- 
fort to educate the populace. 
Teachers are being imported 
from France, and from other 
Arab countries. Graduates of 
primary - school level — both 
male and female — are being 
trained as "monitors" or teach- 



ers at the lower levels, being 
educated themselves at sum- 
mer schools, and by means of 
monthly publications. 

Increased emphasis is being 
placed everywhere on Arab 
awareness — with more hours 
being devoted in school to stu- 
dies of Algerian history, cul- 
ture, and language. 

Despite this gigantic effort, 
however, it is estimated that a 
million and a half children will 
still not be able to attend school 
this year, and not until 1974 
will there be enough schools to 
meet the demand. 

Finally, Algeria, like many 
of the underdeveloped countries 
is faced with the real problem 
of population explosion. This is 
due to two reasons: a combina- 
tion of high birth rate and 
vastly improved public health 
measures (instituted by tho 
French) which has greatly re- 
duced the infant mortality rate. 
At the present rate of birth, a 
3% per annum increase In the 
population is feared, and one 
of the measures which the gov- 
ernment has instituted has been 
to proscribe marriage before 
the age of 15 years. A result of 
this high birth rate, too, has 
been that Algeria is an extreme- 
ly young nation: 53% of the 
population being under 21 years 
of age. And the high birth rate, 
in turn, coupled with the loss 
of one million adults during 
the war has left many children 
homeless, and has increased 
the problems of orphanism and 
of Juvenile delinquency. 

nie prospects for the future? 
This is hard to say. Certainly, 
despite his troubles, President 



Ben Bella inspires a large per- 
sonal following. Furthermore, 
even his critics (and wc met 
several) arc quick to admit 
that although they may dis- 
agree with his policies, his per- 
sonal Integrity is beyond 
reproach. 

But is this enough? 11 seems 
that the big question is whe- 
ther Ben Bella will be able to 
control his dissenters, not only 
by ferretting them out and put- 
ting them away (as he has, of 
course, done ' with some) but 
by being able to attract foreign 
capital to his country, and im- 
prove the economic situation. 
For him, the only answer for 
economic progress Is a brand 
of socialism based on Islamic 
philosophy and a Marxist eco- 
nomic approach. "We are Arabs 
primarily", he says. "We do 
not share the materialist con- 
ception of history... We con- 
ceive of socialism as being a 
technical and economic instru- 
ment". 

However, on the other side 
of the coin, the Marxist, anti- 
West lingo in the Algerian pa- 
pers, the subtle changing of 
the F.L.N. (the only party In 
Algeria) from a revolutionary 
party of all Algerians to a se- 
lect elite, the "avant-garde" of 
the people, and the growing 
trend of atheism all seem to 
point to . a\ tendency to follow 
the Comihtintst line. 

The ultimate fate lies in the 
balance. What will happen? 
Only time will tell.

In the Daily of Tuesday, 
March 2, there appeared a ra- 
ther innocuous statement to 
the effect that the race for a 
certain position bad been de- 
cided by acclamation. This was 
followed by an explanation 
that this was the result of a 
change in the by-laws which 
had rendered an alternative 
candidate ineligible. 

1 believe that the student 
body ÏS deserving of a much 
fuller explanation. In particu- 
lar, one would like to know the 
exact timing of the passage of 
this by-law. Is it an honest co- 
incidence or an example of po- 
litical machination at its worst? 

I would also like to point 
out that there Is perhaps a 
more subtle point which may 
be overlooked without further 
discussion. There is a tacit 
assumption here that a by-law 
limiting the pnitidency of an 
organization to one of a select 
number of *in' people is good 
for the student population as a 
whole. I feel that in fact the ^ 
opposite is true. It may result 
in a spate of uncontested elect- 
ions in the future. The situat- 
ion will be such that the 'es- 
tablishment' can effectively 
handpick one candidate who 
can then be offered for elect- 
ion without opposition from 
the campus at large. In fact, a 
by-law of this type lends itself 
easily to the perpetuation of 
control of (he organization by 
a small group.
